Martin  B,  Homish,  born  Oct.  17,  1798  (in  Pennsylvania),  the  son  of  Martin? 
Homish,  and  Sarah  Brennermn  (she  b.  Aug.  20,  1768,  d.  June  29,  I81i5>  Center¬ 
ville,  Wayne  County,  Indiana.  She  is  buried  in  the  old  graveyard  alongside 
RR  track,  next  to  John  Columbus  Hornish  and  Albert  DeWitt  Hornish) 

He  was  a  shoemaker,  later  a  shoe  manufacturer  in  Centerville,  Indiana. 

He  took  land  in  Centerville  in  Jan.  1829,  and  moved  to  Illinois  about  18^6. 

He  d.  suddenly  in  Washington,  Ill.,  Jan.  17,  1859,  aged  60  yrs,  3  mo.  He  is 
buried  in  Old  Glen  Dale  cemetery,  Washington,  Ill.  He  m.  (about  l82li,  perhaps 
in  Point  Pleasant,  (now  West),  Virginia:-
